Examiner has reviewed proposed amendments of claims 1-3. The majority of the amendments are drawn to an intended use of the 
claimed apparatus and/or the article to be worked upon by the apparatus. 

As noted in the previous office action, the courts have ruled that a claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a 
claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art 
apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). 

Additionally, the courts have ruled that Inclusion of material or article worked upon by a structure being claimed does not impart 
patentability to the claims. In re Young, 75 F.2d 966. 25 USPQ 69 (CCPA 1935) (as restated in In re Otto. 312 F.2d 937. 136 USPQ 458 
459 (CCPA 1963)), 

However, there does appear to be one proposed amendment drawn to a structural distinction over the prior art, that is controlling the 
temperature of the substrate. This added limitation would require a temperature controlling mechanism. This limitation has not been 
presented previously and would require further search . 
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
